The indictments and arrests 
followed an extensive investiga- 
tion begun by federal and city 
narcotics agents last December. 
Casterella said undercover men 
and agents made purchases 
from all the defendants. 

“Some St. Louis distributors 
were disposing of as much as 
two ounces of heroin a week,” 
he added. ‘“‘Illegal heroin sells 
for $350 to $375 an ounce and 
each ounce can be cut into 1000 
to 1100 capsules. The current 
retail price is $250 a capsule.” 

The indictment was suppressed 
after being returned United 
States District Court on Thurs- 
day. Federal agents and city 
police then moved quickly to 
make the arrests. 

Three Others Hunted. 

Casterella said three more St. 
Louis men not named in the 
indictment are being sought. 
Criminal informations willl be 
issued against them, he said. 
They will be charged with illegal 
sale of narcotics. Names of 
those being sought were not 
disclosed. 

Perrin Stewart was described 
by Casterella as head of a group 
which obtained heroin smuggled 
into this country from abroad 
and distributed it to a number 
of midwestern cities. The ring 
supplied Springfield, Ill., among 
others, he added. 

Casterella praised the work 
of the city narcotics squad in 
the investigation. The squad is 
headed by Detective Sgt. Harold 
Bloss. Members are Detectives 
Louis Schmidt, Edward Lon- 
ginette, Fred Akiki and Robert 
Scheetz.

FURNACE CREEK, Calif., 
July 18 (UP1)—Two hundred and 
one Marines hiked to the edge 
of scorching Death Valley today 
on their 140-mile march to 
Mount Whitney, wearing only T- 
shirts and shorts and taking salt 
tablets at the rate of 1200 a day. 

Since the Marines began their 
hike five days ago—four nights 
of actual marching—they have 
covered an estimated 61 miles 
across the lowest—and hottest— 
spot in the country and swal- 
lowed a total of 6000 salt tablets. 

In Death Valley, 252 feet below 
sea level, the temperature 
ranges up to 120 degrees in the 
daytime. At night, when the 
Marines have been doing their 
walking, it has been 107. 

Officers of the marchers from 
Camp Pendleton said none of the 
201 hikers has dropped out. Six 
became heat sick the first day, 
but insisted on continuing, offi. 
cers said. Supporting the march 
ers are about 40 Marines taking 
care of supplies and health. 

The marchers plan to continue 
out of the desert and then begin 
the climb up 14,000-foot Mount 
Whitney where temperatures will 
drop to as low as 30 degrees 
at night. 


HUGE EXPLOSIONS ON SUN

' both unions and employers to 
report financial dealings’in con- 
nection with labor-management 

relations. , 

It exempt$ unions with fewer 
than 200 members from filing an- 
nual reports with the Secretary 
of Labor. It requires all union 
officers to report their finances 
to the Government. The Senate 
bill had exempted officers re- 
ceiving less than $5000 a year. 

One major change in the House 
version would amend the Taft- 
Hartley Law to require the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board to 
take jurisdiction in all labor 
cases. It would enlarge the 
board from five to seven mem- 
bers to handle this.

Reactions Sought. 

The governments of the inter- 
American community will. be 
asked to give the council of the 
O.A.S. their reactions to the 
proposed items by July 27. The 
council will meet on July 30 to 
fix the final agenda for the 
meeting of the foreign ministers. 

Both Cuban and Dominican 
diplomats displayed what their 
colleagues considered unusual 
restraint in the long council 
session, carefully avoiding any 
serious charges or counter- 
charges concerning the behavior 
of each other’s government. 
Antagonisms between the two 
governments are recognized as 
one of the key problems in the 
present tension in the Caribbean. 

Conflicts and Threats. 


A series of conflicts or threat- 
ened conflicts in, and, around the 
Caribbean gea this year led to 
the decision to hold a foreign 
ministers’ meeting. In recent 
months there have been com- 
plaints of Cuban-based attacks, 
or planned aggression against 
Panama, Nicaragua, Honduras, 
Haiti and the Dominican Re- 
public. 


The O.A.S. moved quickly into 
the Panamanian situation and 
effectively ended it. In the other 
cases, the organization confined 
itself to fact-finding or less. 

The planned foreign ministers’ 
conference will be the fifth of 
its ‘kind bringing together the 
top diplomats of the American 
states. The most recent session 
was held in 1951 in Washington 
when the ministers discussed 
methods for co-operating against 


Communist infiltration in’ the 
Americas.

“It is to their advantage to 
have in Scandinavian countries 
their arms bases, in this case 
the rocket Why? Simply 
because that if there were such 
bases then in case of war these 
bases will attract counter blows 
of atomic and H-bombs which 
will fall on these bases in these 
states. 

‘*That means, to speak openly, 
the politicians of certain states 
think the smaller number of 
bombs, will. fall on their coun- 
tries,’’ 

Khrushchev then repeated his 
demand for a denuclearized zone 
in the Baltic and said the United 
Nations might be called in one 
way or another. He restated his 
demand for an end to the occu- 
pation status in West Berlin but 
did it almost parenthetically. 

(Concerning Germany, the As- 
sociated Press quoted him as 
saying: ‘‘The frontier which we 
will defend is now between East 
Germany and West Germany. 
This is the frontier which di- 
vides the world of socialism and 
the world of capitalism and we 
will defend this frontier with all 
our strength,’’) 

He spoke to an audience of 
about 50,000 persons. The wel- 
come he received was probably 
his warmest in Poland. 

The specter of the return of 
Szczecin to Germany is much 
on the minds of the people and 
the municipal government offi- 
cially hailed Khrushchev as its 
“protector.” For his part Khrush- 
chev assured the Poles he 
would guarantee their western 
borders—which have not been 
recognized by the Western pow- 
ers or West Germany.

As against an original (i.e., actual) cost of 
335 millions, Union Electric is found to have 
a trended (i.e., mythical) cost of 612 millions. 
The Commission allows it a 6.32 per cent rate 
of return on original cost, which is equal to 
a 3.49 per cent rate of return on trended cost. 
Then in the very last paragraph it plucks out 
of the air a compromise figure of 409 mil- 
lions which it asserts to be the “fair value” 
of the property, and allows a 5.25 per cent 
rate of return on that. Not a line of evidence 
is offered as to how the allegedly “fair value” 
was determined. 

Since the varying rates of return on the 
varying rate bases all come to the same thing 
—namely, a rate increase of $6,478,000—this 
performance can be regarded as a harmless 
exercise in arithmetic. But we do not believe 
it is harmless. For it establishes a precedent 
which some future Commission could use for 
edging away from original cost as the sound- 
est and fairest rate base. No good reason ex- 
ists for permitting utilities to earn a return 
on anything except the capital actually in- 
vested—and original cost measures actual in- 
vestment accurately. 

It is quite true that utility plant costs more 
today than it did 10 or 15 years ago. That is 
a reason for putting current investment into 
the rate base at current prices, but not a rea- 
son for putting past investment into the base 
at current (i.e., mythical) prices. It is also 
true that the cost of capital is higher today 
than it was 20 years ago. This may be a rea- 
son in some cases for increasing the allow- 
able -rate of return, but it is not a reason for 
falsely inflating the rate base. 

Missouri utility ulation will never get 
straightened out until the Legislature states 
plainly what the United States Supreme Court 
has plainly said—that depreciated original 
cost is the proper basis for utility regulation. 
The last legislative session regrettably failed 
to pass the Kelso Journey bill to accomplish 
this. The next session should make that bill 
a first order of business. 


Toward Unity in Illinois 

Gov. Stratton has signed one of the poten- 
tially most valuable bills passed by the IIli- 
nois Legislature. That is the measure direct- 
ing the Iinois Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion to submit to the 1961 Legislature a plan 
for unified administration of the six tax-sup- 
ported state universities; now under fhree 
separate boards. Unified administration has 
its disadvantages, but the question is whether 
a state the size of Illinois can stand the cost- 
ly competition and duplication to which so 
many separate university managements give 
rise. California, Wisconsin and several other 
states have put their universities under one 
board or have required their boards to co-or- 
dinate needs and appeals for funds. The IIli- 
nois study, and the plan which results from 
it, will be awaited with a great deal of interest 
outside Illinois ag well as by the taxpayers 
who reside within the state. 


Losing the Butcher Trade 

Carl Sandburg will have to revise his Chi- 
cago hymn, the one that celebrates the city as 
the world’s hog-butcher. Chicago is not butch- 
ering very many hogs these days and before 
long it may be out of the butcher trade alto- 
gether. "When rivalry was keen bétween St. 
Louis and Chicago;this news would have been 
received here with mock condolence. Not 
now, since slaughtering is a declining indus- 
try in this area, too. 

Armour & Co. recently announced its 40- 
building, 20-acre East Side plant will be closed 
by Aug. 15. Armour also is closing down in 
Chicago, Denver, Columbus, West Fargo, N.D., 
and Tifton, Ga., and is stopping the slaughter 
of hogs in Fort Worth. The company will 
keep 25 other plants in operation. But 1400 
jobs will be lost in the National Stockyards, 
and 3600 elsewhere. 

Hunter discontinued cattle slaughtering in 


St. Louis last year, but Chicago has had big- 


ger shut-downs. Swift stopped hog opera- 
tions there in 1952, gradually stopped han- 
dling calves, lambs and sheep, and last March 
also stopped cattle slaughtering. Wilson & 
Co. stopped all Chicago operations in 1955. 
The famous stockyards are not what they 
used to be. 

Reasons for the decline range from drought, 
which reduced the number of animals avail- 
able, to plant obsolescence. Most of the 


Armour facilities, for example, were built 


between 1902 and 1904. Due to a variety of 
factors, the meat packing industry as a whole 
is going through a major shift from concen- 
trated operations at large stockyards to de- 
centralized production at feeder plants closer 
to supply centers. | 

St. Louis now depends more and more on

- ket. Beer and chemicals, for example, meet 
this need.

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- The federal emergency program expired 
the first of this month.

No Waste of Time 

It is predictable enough that nothing will 
come directly of the request of 12 govern- 
ments that the United Nations Assembly again 
take up South Africa’s racist policies. As on 
seven previous occasions, the government in 
Pretoria will assert. that this is an internal 
matter. The Afrikaners can be stiff-necKed. 
Yet it cannot escape their notice that the pe- 
titioning governments by no means are all 
members of the Afro-Asian bloc which they 
automatically disregard. They also know that 
the major pations withheld their signatures 
not out of approval, but for expediency’s sake. 
In short, the Afrikaners have set themselves 
against the enlightened opinion of a majority 
of mankind. It is not a waste of time to 
remind them of this again. 


A Knife Out for Mr. Dessau 


The pressure at the School Board to re- 
place Harold E. Dessau as Acting Building 
Commissioner evidently grows out of his re- 
fusal to play politics with individual Board 
members. 

Mr. Dessau was the school system’s super- 
vising mechanical engineer until last January 
when he was hurriedly appointed to succeed 
George H. Fletcher in the $15,000-a-year post 
that controls a 1200-employe patronage em- 
pire. Mr. Fletcher was ousted on a Circuit 
Court finding he had been guilty of gross 
misconduct in office. 

It quickly developed that Mr. Dessau did 
not intend to permit political considerations 
to influence his judgment. As Mr. Fletcher 
or his predecessor, V. Harry Rhodes, could 
testify, that is a fatal heresy. It is not sur- 
prising that the Board faction headed by 
Charles J. Dyer, an old hand at hiring and 
firing Building Commissioners, is out to re- 
place the*first non-political occupant of that 
job in years. 

Board Member James F. Morrell is reported 
in line for the post if the school board poli- 
ticians can get rid of Mr. Dessau. Mr. Mor- 
rell, brother of the Democratic committeeman 
in the Twenty-first Ward, no doubt would fit 
well into the Fletcher-Rhodes tradition. 

All of which goes to point up two serious 
shortcomings of the school organization. The 
system suffers from .too many top officers 
who enjoy too little job security. Apart from 
the Building Commissioner, three other ad- 
ministrative officers also are subject to re- 
moval for political reasons. They are the 
Superintendent of Instruction, the Secretary- 
Treasurer and the Auditor. 

If the system enjoyed the “unit” type of 
organization, each of these offices would be 
staffed with career administrators function- 
ing under a Superintendent elected by the 
Board. If Mr. Dessau were Building Com- 
missioner under those circumstances, school 
politicians like Mr. Dyer and his followers 
would be unable to touch him, and the public 


interest would benefit accordingly. But that: 


is not the way Mr. Dyer wants it, and so far 
he’s had his way. 


A Better Contract Rule 
The State Highway Commission has abol- 


ished its $250,000 prequalification rule for. ) 


highway contract bidders and has substituted 
a new rule in line with national practice. The 
old regulation had been questioned by a 
House investigating committee. Conceivably 
it could discourage bidding from out-of-state 
contractors. 

Under the $250,000 rule, a contractor had 
to complete a highway project costing less 
than that amount before he was permitted to 
bid on larger contracts. House investigators 
did not find evidence of favoritism or stifled 


bidding. But they did find that not one of 46 © 


other states had a similar rule. Moreover, 
federal] standards proscribe prequalification 
arrangements based on anything other than 
a contractor’s experience, finances and per- 
formance record. 

Consequently the Highway Commission 
adopted its new policy effective Aug. 1. Under 
this policy any contractor may bid on road 
projects costing any amount if he meets spe- 
cific requirements for working capital, real 
assets, equipment ‘and other financial infor- 
mation, combined with experience, ability and 
current commitments. 

The revised regulation is adequate to pro- 
tect the state from irresponsible bidders, it 
meets national standards and it should en- 
courage competition in highway bidding. The 
Highway Commission did well to adopt it.

MALNUTRITION SAID TO BE 
A CAUSE OF LIVER DISEASES 


Liver diseases often result 
from malnutrition, Dr. Eugene 
Stransky, professor of pediatrics 
at the University of the Philip- 
pines, said here yesterday. 

Addressing a group of doctors 
and medical students at the Ho- 
mer G, Phillips Hospital, he 
said the liver condition is likely 
to become chronic when food 
deficiencies are prolonged. 

Drawing upon case histories 
gathered in the Philippines, Dr. 
Stransky said that iron-deficiency 
anemia in new-born babies often 
is caused by deficiencies in the 
mother. He said that good re- 
sults can be obtained within two 
weeks whefi intravenous and 
intra-muscular preparations are 
used to treat iron deficiencies. 
He said it takes eight weeks 
when oral preparations are used.

WHEN LEAKS OCCUR at the 
joints of threaded pipes we know 
that the thing to do is to try 
tightening the joint with a 
wrench, If this doesn’t work, we 
can take the joint apart and 
apply some pipe dope to the 
external threads.
